REMARKS 

Claims 1-3, 5-9, 11, and 13-20 are pending in the current application. Claims 5, 6, 7, 13, 
14, and 15 are independent claims. Claims 1, 4 and 9-12 have been cancelled. No new matter 
has been introduced through this amendment. 

Entry of Amendment After Final Rejection 

Applicants respectfully request the Examiner enter the attached amendments in that it is 
beheved these amendments render the subject application in condition for allowance. 
Particularly, claims 5, 6, 7, 13, 14, and 15 have been amended to be in independent form. 
Furthermore, the Examiner has indicated that these claims would be allowable if re-written into 
independent form. Moreover, the remaining claims have either been cancelled, or are dependent 
upon one of allowable independent claims 5, 6, 7, 13, 14, and 15. 

Therefore, by entering the attached claim amendments, the subject application will be in 
condition for allowance. Entry of these amendments is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S-C, S 102 

Claims 1-4 and 9-12 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 (e) as being anticipated by 
Kudo (US 6,753,880, hereinafter Kudo). Applicants respectfully traverse this art grounds of 
rejection. 

Applicants submit that claims 1, 4 and 9-12 have been cancelled. Furthermore, claims 2-3 
have been amended to be dependent upon allowable claim 5. Therefore, this rejection has been 
rendered moot. Withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested.
